Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 19.—Harry 
Chandler, millionaire land owner and son- 
in-law of Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, owner 
of the Los Angeles Times, of which 
Chandler himself is assistant general 
manager, was indicted today by the fed- 
eral grand jury on a charge of having 
conspired to violate the neutrality of the 
United States. 

Chandler and six other men indicted 
are accused of having recruited soldiers 
in the United States to serve in an in- 
vasion of the Mexican territory of lower 
California, 

The Other Defendants. 

The other defendants are Baltazar 
Aviles, former governor of Lower Call- 
fornia; B. J. Viljoen, 4 former Boer army 
commander; Walter Bowker, general 
manager of the California-Mexico Land 
and Cattle company’s ranch on the bor- 
der; Charles Guzman, a real estate agent; 
Geronimo Sandoval of San Diego, and 
Francisco Ayon. The cattle company is 
owned largely by Chandler and Gen. Otis, 
and has large holdings in Lower Cali- 
fornia.

It that obligation is fufilled the hoist- 
‘tng of a neutral flag on board a British 
vessel cannot possibly endanger neutral 
shipping and the British government 
holds that if loss to neutrals is caused by 
Giisregard of this obligation it is upon the 
enemy vessel disregarding it and upon 

the government giving the orders that it 
should be disregarded that the sole re- 
eponsibility for e to neutrals ought 
to rest.”

Germans Repulse Foe Near 
Champagne and Verdun, Cap- 
turing Many Prisoners, 


BERLIN, Feb. 19.—[{By wireless to Bay- 
ville, N. ¥.]—The German official war 
statement covering operations on the 
western front today tells of French re- 
pulses in the Champagne and Verdun 
districts and the capture of many prison- 
The statement follows: 

“On the road to Arras and Lille the 
French have been thrown out of the gec- 
tion of the German trench which was oc- 
cupied by them on Feb. 16. 


French Forces Beaten Back. 
“In the Champagne district renewed 
attacks by strong French forces broke 
down completely under German fire. We 
took 100 prisoners. Short sections of the 
German trenches taken by the French 

on Feb. 16 were partly reconquered. 
“In the reported French attack on 
Boureullles and Vauquois five officeraand 


479 uninjured men were captured. 


“To the east of Verdun, near Coubres, 
the French, after a short lived success 
under heavy losses, were repulsed. 

“In the Vosges the Germans stormed 
‘height 600,’ to the south of Lusse, and 


took two machine guns.” ; 


French War Statement. 

PARIS, Feb. 19.—The French war of- 
fice gave out a report on the progress of 
the fighting which reads as follows: 

“The night of Feb. 18 passed quietly. 
There were fairly spirited artillery ex- 
changes in the valley of the Aisne and in 
the sector of Reims. In the region of 
Perthes all the positions conquered by us 
remain in our hands. :

The coincidental fact that, coupled with 
a preponderating sentiment of the Ameri- 
can people against the German, there 
exists likewise a condition which makes 
us a lange and powerful contributor to the 
forces of his opponents, possibly even to 
becoming the determining factor in the 
outtome of the conflict, makes it doubly 
incumbent upon us to exercise great cau- 
tion in taking a positive 2 lest we 
be unfair, 


Each Denies Blame. oe 


“Phe various foreign offices of Europe | 
make out their cases under the published 
of the white, yellow, or some other 
of thisor that country.

Now the fact that the German, as an 
-¢n@ividual, is more of a personal favorite 
with the American than is the English- 
man would indicate that our position 18 
not predicated on favoritism or purely 
Sentimental inclination. — 


‘Both Seek to Prevent War. 
‘The thought existe very generally 


: 


throughout America that Germany pre- 


cipitated the war, or that, if she did not 
do that, she at least was in a position 
to prevent it. That may be true or not, 
but thé same claim may be made of Aus- 
tha, Russia, France, or England. There 
ie little doubt that any of those five 
powérs could have checked hostilities, if, 
indeed, not even prevented them alto- 
gether. It seems that both Germany and 
Engiand did try this. . 

My conviction is that neither of these 
powers desired war, though a successful 
war offered advantages to both of them 
to England in the maintenance of her 
foremost place aé A world power and to 
Germany as a release from the pressure 
and restrictions being put upon her by 
the entente | 

Chief Question, for America. 

However. the chief question now for 
the United States is what we can do to 
prepare ourselves for and to aid in bring- 
ing about peace, and a peace that cannot. 
again be easily disturbed. 

It is not impossible that the eventual de- 
cision of this war may lie with us. Owing 
te our wealth, power, and advanced place 
ab a world force, we should automatically 
come to the position of final peacemaker 
and arbiter of the nations at war. 

If this be true, it is of transcendant im- 
portance that we have a clear national 
vision and comprehension of the funda- 
mental causes and events of the war, un- 
affected by prejudices, sympathies, or 
misinformation. 

It will be of no avail nor lead to any 
real solution to point to Serbia's assassi- 
nation of the head of a neighboring state, 
nor to Austria's demands on Serbia, which 
ih themselves might justiy be considered 
> Pt of war by any self-respecting 


Rubsia against Austria and Germany, 
And the latter's swift movement across 
Bélgium to the North sea, and France 
Seeking to balance, in a measure, the 
tremendous odds forming against her by 
her mobility and preparedness. 


Convinced They Are Right. 
All these things will be of no avail. 
Hach nation is justified in its own con- 
science for its action. We must not over- 
look ‘this. These people are very highly 
civilized, They are all firmly, convinced 
that God and right are on their side. 
Their hearts are full of human love and 
honor. They are the victims of a vast 


and fatal miscalculation, a system of in- 
ternational rivalry, and a soulless Mach- 
lavellian foreign office—of intrigue and 
barter. 

A long, educational, political cam- 
paign and eventual plebiscite must be 
had for the most insignificant change in 
the internal policy of a nation. Its for- 
eign relations and power to make war 
aré as much in the hands of one man, or 
a small group of men, today as they were 
in the time of Cesar or Peter the Great. 
And this is likewise true, though in less 
degree, perhaps, of us. 

What, then, are we to learn from the 
war? What are we to gain? Will the 
end fix forever the solution of the ques- 
tion of national armament or disarma- 
ment? 

Shall we be able to learn whether or 
no we must become a part of a great 
world contest for military power, on sea 
or land; whether the gauge of great- 
ness of a people Shall really be in their 
dreadnaughts and land military estab- 
lishmente—whether, in fact, the deter- 
mination of England to maintain her 
place as mistress of the sea, or German's 
purpose to remain the chief continental 
political force have justified, in any way, 
the great expenditures the world has wit- 
nessed, or the enormous loss of life now 
taking place? If we shall be able to pred- 
icate our own future from these present 
events, that may be worth while to us. 


Occupy Favored Position. 

But greater than all may be our op- 
portunity at this moment to direct the 
future course of international ambition 
and internatione! ideals. In this respect 
we still occupy the favored position and 
should make the most of it. Wehavea 
supreme and magnificent duty and work 
before us, and, according to our real 
nobleness of mind and foresight, we can 
perform this duty. 

How insignificant and paltry, then, must 
be the attitude of small partisanship. We 
must, if necessary, rise above the tram- 
meling level of so-called international 
laws, which bind us as an unwilling 
though neutral participant in the war and 
drag us along, without voice or power, 
towards the tremendous solution of this 
final problem of the relationship of the 
nations of the world. 

I am told that in eee 
there was great agitation and apparent 
confusion on the third and fourth of Au- 
gust of last year, that the one ray of 
light and satisfaction existing there in 
those fatal hours was the vista of a great 
opening for American business and ex- 
port trade. Be this as it may, what an 
opportunity there was for Mr. Wilson to 
then and there have placed the United 
States on a plane that would have made 
these belligerent friends of ours pause 


| and realize there was a force in the world 


greater even than their dreadnaughts or 
Krupp mortars. 
Congress Should Have Acted. | 

The declaration of American neutrality 
should have taken the form of an act of 
congress, and it should have been of a 
character comporting with the bigness of 
the war and the issues which may come 
out of it. 

We should have announced, not from 
the state department, but as an expres- 
sion of all the people, a superneutrality. 

We should have protested against 
the war to every nation, and as 
fast as they became involved, no matter 
what their yellow, white, or blue books 
might say, we should have withdrawn. our 
representatives from those countries and 
closed our ports entirely to their oom. 
merce, ships, and cables. 

That would have been a neutrality which 
would have allowed us to formulate the 
future great peace pact of the world; to in 
troduce, when the moment arrived, the 
propogal for an international constitution 
or world contract, out of which would nat- 
urally evolve those world courts of law 
and equity and arbitration, of which we 
have dreamed and endeavored to promote. 
without the foundation—necessary fo: 
any competent court—an existing statu. 
tory, international law. 


Regulations Differently Interpreted 
The great biological decree and law o- 
nature that might Is right is but anothe: 
name for international law or the law o 
nations—gloss it over as we may. Tu. 
principles and precepts of these hazy in 
ternational regulations must ever have 
under present conditions, their final adju- 
dication at the cannon’s mouth. And this 
is because each nation interprets the so- 
called rules of international law accord- 
ing to its own particular traditions, preju- 
dices, and interests. 

A high international court, supreme 
in the matter of the relations of 
one nation to another, could only be 
founded upon a genuine interna tlona 
law and such international law is not 
now a fixed institution. 

Statutory law is as necessary a prece- 
dent to the formation of a competent court 
as city ordinances are to a police court. 
We can never, therefore, have such inter- 
national tribunals as we have been en- 
deavoring to promote at The Hague anc 
elsewhere, until we first create a real in- 
ternational law afd such a iaw must 
eventually take the form of an interna- 
tional cofistitution, or world contract. 

Such a contract, embodying even the 
very first and most primitive rules of in- 
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ternational law, which presumably would 
be acceptabig to all nations, would be 
sufficient to create automatically the 
great need for an interpretation of such 
rules, in their application to questions of 
facts and equity arising between the na- 
tions. 

With such a beginning the development 
of an internationa) statute to meet the 
problems of relations between the nations 
might be assured. 

However, we did not rise to the occasion. 
We looked backwards fifty, one hundred, 
a thousand years for precedents and rules 
for a stand that would serve to elim- 
inate us from a part in this upheaval 
and readjustment of the relationship of 


nations. 
Mr. Wilson and you, Mr. Bryan, 


‘threw away the opportunity, in this first 
instance, to lay the foundation for the 


much dreamed of and hoped for federa- 
tion of the world. , 


Not Too Late. a 

But is it too late even now to strive 
for this end? I do not think so. In the 
articles I have written on the causes and 
merite of the controversy, between Eng- 
land and Germany especially, I have been 
moved particularly by the wish to show 
the equities of the situation from the 
German side, not with the wish to excite 
a reversal of American sentiment, per se, 
but to prepare the public mind for a 
clearer and fairer judgment than it can 


now render. 


So far as the end of the war is con- 
cerned, there is no indication of it any- 
where. Italy and Roumania are not the 
solution. Germany is impregnable on 
hér own territory and impregnable 
against the world 

Against her, on the other hand, stands 
a force apparently r b eb 
tion or defeat. 

It resolves itself, therefore, into a 8 


sition in physics—the collision of two r- 


resistible bodies. ’ 

Now these are our own people. What 
can we do to save them from them- 
selves and one another? If we wait 
until one or the other cries “ enough 20 
we shall wait too long. Dreadnaughts, 
aeroplanes, submarines, and Zeppelins 
are new elements in warfare. Their 
great power for destruction demands also 


new and unusual methods towards peace. 


Are we to wait until 2,000 pound 
cargoes of nitroglycerin are dropped on 
the city of London? 

Germans Hold Trump Card. 

I shall be frank and say I am 
convinced that the Germans hold the 
trump card in the fight, not in a gen- 
eral way, but through specific knowledge 
—applied to the means of war and that, 
through the demonstration of a superior 


and more rational civilization than any 


other state has so far shown, the merits 
of the contest so far as this goes are on 
her side. 

But if this or any other superiority 
in offense results in the destruction 
of England, or France, or of Germany, 
and we might be the means of preventing 
it and did not do all in our power todo 
so, the fault of omission on our part 
would be great, if not so greatas the crime 
of commission on the part of any one of 
the belligerents. 


Peace Commission Proposed. 

Therefore, I propose that a peace com- 
mission be at once formed by congress, 
to be composed of our two ex-presidents 
and three others, who shall be authorized 
to confer at once with the powers at 
war, with the view or bringing about a 
cessation of hostilities 
further delegated to propose the complete 
disarmament at sea and on the land of the 
several powers of the world. It will come 
to this eventually. Why not rise to the 
occasion and prepare for it now? 

In view of this duty existing now or 
ahead of the United States, it is of su- 
oreme importance that, whatever our rea- 
son tells us as to the virtues of the great 
controversy, we check and suppress our 
sympathies and prejudices and refrain 
from weakening our positron or making

A 
treaty of peace such as Germany 
may dictate to England will result 
in the restoration to Belgium of 
her sovereignty—the repayment to 
Liege, Brussels, and Antwerp and 
her other cities and provinces of 
the war tributes exacted from 
them, and, when the final account- 
ing is made, Germany will not 
disappoint the world in her gen- 
erosity to this crushed and un- 
happy state. 

She wants no more from Belgium, even

IF WE were speaking to the freshman class 
of a college of journalism we might say some 
thing like this: Young gentlemen, journalism is 
an attractive profession.

The profession has its 
pleasures, and perhaps the keenest of these is the 
feeling that, if he deserve the confidence, a man 
may write what he will, without suggestion from 
the Owners and managers of the newspaper on 
which he is employed. 


THERE must be many writers thus agreeably 
circumstanced; we know of at least one. Any 
writer so situated ought to feel a larger loyalty 
to his newspaper, and a larger responsibility for 
his writings, than if he were less free. Liberté 
oblige. And if he has—as in such hurried work 
he must have—occasion now and then to accuse 
himself of a want of temper, a piece of stupidity, 
or a sin against good taste, his self-reproach 
ought to be sharper than if the accusation came 
from another. 


A WRITER should be the sternest critic of his 
own work. And if with this austerity of criti- 
cism, he can contrive to unite a modest estimate 
of his individual importance he will not go fat 
wrong, ahd he will justify confidence when it is 
reposed in him. Moreover, his interest in his 
work will be kept alive, which is a matter of/ 
prime importance. When writing becomes per- 
functory, any value which may have attached to 
it disappears.

Dr. Allport gave it as his opinion that 


$500 would cover the entire annual cost 
of applying the plan to a city the size of 
Chicago, leaving the cost of the school- 
day lost out of the calculation. 

The only apparatus required is a stand- 
ard Snelien test chart. In addition to this 
there is the cost of report blanks. The 
scope of the examination is shown by the 
following extracts from the instructions 
to principals and teachers: 

Does the pupil habitually suffer from in- 
flamed lids or eyes? 

Does the pupil fail to read a majority of 
the letters in the number twenty line of 
the Snelien’s test types with either eye?

IDESPREAD relief has been 
caused by President Wilson's 
positive assurance that his inti- 
mate friend, Col. B. M. House, 
who has lately left for Europe, 

has not been intrusted by him with any 
mission abroad of either a personal or a 
semi-official character. 

It had been widely rumored that the 
object of his trip was to disouss in the 
name of the president conditions of medi- 
ation and of peace with the rulers and 
leading’ statesmen of Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Belgium, Austria, and 
Russia. 

This has been denied in the most posi- 
tive manner from the White House.

Not that there is any personal objection 
to Col. House, who is infinitely preferable 
in every respect to some of the other 
emissaries of the present chief magis- 
trate of the United States, but emissaries 
of his kind are regarded as a perfect 
curse alike by statesmen and by experi- 
enced members of the diplomatic profes- 
sion, and (save in the case of Paul Fulier 
of New York, whose knowledge of Mexico 
and whose acquaintance with the revolu- 
tionary leaders there have been of the 
utmost use to the United States, and who 
managed to accomplish a great deal by 
means of his recent trips to the neighbor- 
ing republic) have been the cause of no 
end of harm. 

Indeed, there are many people here and 
abroad who are disposed to ascribe many 
of the mistakes made by President Wil- 
son with regard to Mexico during the first 
year of his administration to his employ- 
ment of such inexperienced men as John 
Lind and William Bayard Hele as his 
personal emissaries to Mexico, men with 
no previous knowledge whatsoever of 
Mexico, if its conditions, or of its states- 
men, and without even an elementary 
acquaintance with the traditions, the cus- 
toms, and the obligations of diplomacy.

Much of the trouble between Germany 
and France, which has culminated in the 
present great war, may be attributed to 
the kniser’s fondness for employing spe- 
cial emissaries of his on in France, who 
worked wholly independently of his am- 
baseadors there and often in opposition to 
them. | 

Thus, on several occasions old Prince 
von Donnersmarck, who was as much at 
home on the banks of the Seine as on 
those of the Spree, was found giving at 
Paris to the leading men there aseurances 
in the name of the kaiser which were 
diametrically opposed to those presented 
officially by the regular ambassador. 

We have an Illustration right here of 
Emperor Wiliiam’s practices of this kind. 
Dr. Bernard Dernburg, who is the kal 
ser’s personal agent here, and who is en- 


dea voring to protect his sovereign’s pri- 


vate property interests in Canada and in 
the United States, is not always in accord 
with the German ambassador at Wash 
ington, and on several notable occasions 
they have undertaken to expiain away 
one another’s utterances. 

The kaiser had his personal agents in 
England before the war broke out, in 
Russia, too, and has them still at Madrid, 
at Athenz, and at Bucharest, just as he 
had them in Egypt, all working inde- 
pendently of his embassies and lega- 


} tions, and even pursuing policies wholly 


different to those of the department of 
foreign affairs at Berlin.

It is no longer correct to refer to the

At the beginning of the present war the 
English and French members of this 
powerful financial dynasty, by way of 
manifesting their Franoo-Briish patriot- 
ism, solemnly and publicly renounced for 
themeeives and their heirs the Austrian 
title of baron, which had been granted to 
their forbears by Emperor Francis over 
ninety years ago. The only members of 
the house who remain Austrian barons 
are those of the Viennese branch of the 
family, the sons of the late Baron Albert 
Ro one of whom is serving asa 
lieutenant of dragoons in the Austrian 
cavalry against Russia. 

It s somewhat superfluous on the 
part of the Paris and English Rothschilds 
to have thrown up this Austrian title at 
this late date. It has been of no end of 
social advantage to them during the last 
nine decades. 

It has helped them to contract matri- 
monial alliances with the aristocracy of 
France and of England and to marry 
their daughters in Paris to the Dukes of 
Wagram and of Gramont, and in England 
to Lord Rosebery, Lord Battersee, etc. 

People, however, had become so accus- 
tomed to the title that it had long ceased 
to excite comment, and the Rothschilds 
would have done far better to retain it 
quietly instead of repudiating it, an act 
which has given their enemies the oppor-

Sir Arthur Blennerhassett, who has 
just passed away at Yeotmal, in the high- 
lands of the central provinces of India, 
where he was serving as commissioner, 
leg ves a little boy of 10 to succeed to his 
baronetcy. 

While the baronetcy wae created but 
little over 100 years ago, the Blennerhas- 
sett family is an old one, having hailed 
originally from Cumberland, and has 
been settled in the Emerald isle since the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, by whose favor 
Sir Thomas Blennerhassett, one of her 
knights, managed to secure a consider 
able portion of the land of the Kari of 
Desmond. 

Sir Arthur’s father, the late Sir Roland 
Blennerhassett, was one of the best 
known of Irish patriots and educational- 
iste, and possessed an extensive acquaint- 
ance of men and affairs on the conti- 
nent of Europe, being a member of all 
sorts of foreign scientific bodies and the 
poseessor of honorary degrees from most 
of the leading continental universities. 

He was regarded as one of the foremost 
authorities in the United Kingdom on 
foreign affairs; was a frequent contribu- 
tor to the various reviews on foreign poll. 
tica, and was credited with the author- 
ship of that memorable interview with 
the kaiser which appeared in the London 
Dally Telegraph a few years ago, and 
which created so much of a political stir, 
and even à constitutional crisis in der-
